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INTRODUCTION. 

SOME there are who have a finrcre Regard 
to the Holy Scriptures, and yet believe this 
Da&rinp'qf Satisfaction, by the Merits of 
Chriftj and though they cannot fee any Foun- 
dation for it in Reafon, yet fuppnfing it to he re- 
pealed, had rather part wjth their Reafon than to 
contradict, what they think to be contained in the 
holy Scripture, Others there are, who thinks it 
better to part with the holy Scriptures than op- 
ipofe their Reafon, and though both thefe ma}' 
be Sincere in their Intentions,, yet it would be 
better to reconcile Scripture and .Reafon tqf*e- 
. thcr, than to part with either Scripture or Rea- 
fon -, for if we part with either of thefe, then 
we may bid farewel to all true Religion, for 
whatfoever Religion is either contrary to Scripture 
or Reafon, has not any ftarap of Divine Ap- 
pointment upon it, for tf Revelation^ is centra* 
ry to Reafon, then i« not Divine Revelation £ 
for, How can we judge what js, and what is 
not Divine Revelation, but by the ufe of our 
Reafon ? If Scripture and Reafon is contrary 
to each other, then one of the two cannot be 
from God, who cannt be the Author of In* 
confiftancies, for whatfoever contradicts the holy 
A 2 Scriptures, 
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Scriptures, contradicts Rcafon, and to contradict 
Reafon, is to oppoie the holy Scriptures. 
'Theiefoie I conclude, thar none are fo great 
■ Enemies to true Religion as fueli who maintain 
■Opinions moll comrajy- to K.eafrn, and father 
it on the holy Scriptures, .which is the only 
way to caufe the Word of God to be flight- 
ed. Now, it we would have the ufe cf horn Scrip- 
ture and Reafon, then we muft rejeti fuch Er- 
rors which contradicts both theft*, one of which, 
J think, is the D xtr'ine of Sa'fkfa&ion -by the 
Merit! of Chrifl:,. as will apprar by confidering 
thefefollowirg Lines, wherein it's evidently pro- 
ved, that the Drttnne cf t ; am&c-Hon by t':e 
Merits cf Chrifl: is an E< tmy to the" holy 
S-.-ri; lures, an Enemy to Mens fiiture Happi- 
nefs, and only a Friend to Pop i In Darknefs v fo 
its an Enemy to our prefent G over Jim cut, and 
to all true Prottftants.

SIR, 

H E Rcafon of offering thefp my 
Thoughts to your CnhlTderatirfn is, 
became I conceive that the Doc- 
trine of Satisfaction is an Enemy 
to God, and to every thing that 
is good; if you or any one elfe 
.{hall think me herein to be mifta- 
ken, I 'leiire to be inform'd how 
that Doctrine' is either agreeable to Scripture, 
or for the 'Glory of God, or for the good of 
Mankind, which if you or any one elfe does, J 
fhall then own myfelf to be miftaken ; but if 
none can prove it to be either agreeable to 
G o d or his Word, or any way for the good 
of Mankind here or hereafter^ or if it does" ap- 
pear the contrary, by confidering thefe follow- 
ing Lines, then, I hope, you will not be fond 
of this Docirine. If 
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If I could fee any thine like truth in this 
podtrine of Satisfaaion, I ffiou Id willingly, yea 
joyfully embrace it § fojr becaufe I cannot be-' 
/leve tnu Do^rine, J have loft the goqdwili 
of almoft all my Friends, and have thereby 
gain'd their unjuft Refentments, ^hich all will 
own is nejt to the lofs of Life jt felf, yea, its 
an fome fenfe worfe than Peath, and nothing 
could prevail upon me thus to do, but a fenfe 
of its being my Duty: The Reafons why I 
think it tny Duty I fhall at prefenl conceal,, 
defiring you who pleafe %o read thefe follow- 
ing Lines, not .to cen fore or condemn any thing* 
therein contained, 'till you have given it due 
Consideration, and compar'd jt with ^ the Word 
of Go D. 

Tis evident to me that I cannot hereby do any 
hwt to Religion, for if the Do&rine of Satis- 
faction, againft which I write, were true, yet I 
and others who cannot believe it, xrannot but 
have the fame fhare in it as though we do be-, 
lieve it, for our believing or not believing can- 
not caufe the Merits of Chri&for us to be either 
more or lefs-, for. if Chrift ftave merited any 
thing for us, we {hall undoubtedly enjoy it whe- 
ther we can believe it or no, prelfe it cannot pro- 
perly be called Merits, for that jyhich a Per- 
fon may or may not enjoy, cannot be faid to 
be merited, for what foeyer is merited muft be 
poflefled without any Condition ; f° that if this 
that I argue for was not true,, yet it Would bean 
innocent Error, feeing .->ur believing or difbe- ' 
lieving cannot increafe or deminifh the Meritt 
of Chrift. But if this Doctrine of Satisfaction 
fhould be falfe, then our believing in it does 
endauger our Salvation, jn caijfing; u$ to depend 

upon 
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tipon another's Obedience for our Acceptance 
with Go D a to deceive our felves, and fo truft 
in that which is not. 

I confefs that the Do&rine of Satisfa&ion 21 
exceeding pleafent to corrupt Nature, becaufe it k 
encourages Licentioufnefs, and therefore I fuppofe 
£0 many are fo eafily drawn into the belief of 
it 5 but 'tis better to forego the Pleafure of that, 
than to be deceived and for ever ruined by # it, 
for they who owns that Do&rine of Satisfaction 
does imitate the foolifh Virgins, Math. xxv. 8. 
who feek to be favecf by another's Obedience: 
This is the fineft Bait that ever the Devil in-., 
vented to catch Men with -, it caufes the 
Thoughtful to defpife Religion, and to look on 
Minifters as fo many Deceivers, becaufe they 
cannot but . contradi& themfelves whilft they 
own this Doftrine of Merits * teaching that 
Men, muft be faved only by the Merits of 
Chrift, and yet that if they are difobedient, 
they muft all perifh * this is like mixing Light 
anaDarkneft together, which can never agree j 
for if Men are lived alone by the Merits of 
Chrift, then Obedience or Difobedience does no- 
thing to farther or hinder Mens Salvation. This 
is ibr plain, that thoughtful Men cannot but fee 
|t, and therefore it is that fo many #0 defpife 
the Miriifters of the Gofpel in our Day. But. 
more of this when 1 conje to prove this Doc- 
trine is an Enemy to the holy Scriptures. 

It caufes the Thotfghtlefs, who vfill not give; 
themfelves the leifure to compare Things toge- 
ther., tbtruft on that for Salvation which ar 
lafV >iif .deceive them^ : which they tnigjit eafy 
difcern if they would fort compare one Thing 
with another 1 and ai thia Doctrine,, of Satis*

to fee Evil fall on their Neighbour : Becaufe they 
differ fre*n;them in Opinion, that they would al- 
io deprive them of their Goods and' Lives too, 
was it in their power*, but Truth needs not fuch 
things to fupport it, the* more that is fearch'd in- 
to, the more beautiful it appears j the more it's 
freed from Errors, the plainer it is ^ the more it's 
ifreed from Perfecution, the more it increafes. 

But, fajns fome, tne Scripture is a Myftery, as 
Dr. Owen in his Trinity Vindicated, to the Reader 
lays, / know ouf Adversaries would upon the Matter 
iecry any thing peculiarly myfterious in thefe Things, 
although they ate, frequently and emphatically in Scrip- 
ture affirmed Jo to be. Now then let us turn to thole 
Texts which treat of this Matter, and then, I be- 
lieve we lhall find the Dodlor miftaien, i Cor. i. 
7. nut wefpeak the wifdom of God in a Myftery, even 
the hidden Wifdom which Qod ordained before the World 
unto our Glory. Ver. 10. But God hath revealed them 
unto us. Eph. 3. ver. 4, y. 13? may know my Knowledge 
in the My fiery of chrift, which in other Ages was not 
made known unto the Sons of Men, as it is now revealed. 
Thefe Words are fb plain, that none can doubt its 
Meaning, and therefore the bare mentioning of it 
is enough to let us know, that thefe Things that 
once were Myfter jes, now is not fo, but is plainly 
revealed, Col. 1. 26. Which is the My fiery bid fine* 
the World began $ but now is made manifeft to his Saints. 
How can any one read thefe Text, and yet fay 
that the Scripture is a Myftery > It was indeed a 
Myftery, but now it's made manifeft, now it 
rceafes to he a Myftery. 1 Tim. 3. 6. And withemt 
Controverfie great is the Myftery of Godtinefs : God 
..WM. manifeft in the Flejh, juftifted in the Spirit, fee* of 
Angels preached urtto the Gentiles. Bekivedon, in the 
r ^ P ■• World* 
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^orW, received up into Glory. When the Apoftle 
wrote this •Epiftle f then thefe Things * were, 
Myfteries j but after it was revealed, and by the 
Apoftles made plain, then it was no longer a My- 
ftery, andwhilft ;t. continued a Myftery, it did 
|iot belong to Men, but to G o d, according to 
Deut. 29. 29. Secret Things belong to QUD, for the 
word Secret and Myftery is the fame $ for in 1 
Cor. 15. 51. in one Tranflation 'tis Myftery, and 
In another Tranflation 'tis Secret, ft) that Myfte- 
ries or Secrets belongs to God, *nd revealed 
Things to us and to our Children, if what Mofes 
faid may be believed : So that if the Scripture is a 
.Myftery, as the Do&or and others would have it, 
then it does not at all belong to Men, but to Go d 
only; but the Apoftle tells us, 2 Cor. 4 3. If our 
Gofpel is bid, or is a Myftery, which is the fame, 
as 1 Cor. 2. 7. It is a hiden Myftery to thern that 
are loft, in whom the God of tnis World'hath 
blinded the Minds of them which believe not, 
Ver. 4. 

, Can any one confider thefe Things, without re- 
SfeQing on fuch as own that the Scripture is- a 
Myifcry, as that they lye in wait to deceive 5 
for thereby they feek to render the beft JUvela* 
tion^- that ever Men enjoyed, wholy ufeleft, zs a 
Myftery which Men have nothing, to do with ^ 
but let us confider thefe Things which were Myfte- 
ries before ihtf were revealed, which, according 
to the Doftor, does yet remain Myfteries, as $ 
•Jjflj. 3. 16. 

(i.) That GOD vdt mhifeft in the Flejb : that 
is, that the Son of Gob, the exprefs Image of the 
invifible God, took to hhnfelf .a Body, and was 
made Flelh, and fo was for a time coverfknt with, 
mnd xnanifeft to Mitx.. This is what is fo plainly

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revealed id the, Gofpel-Revelation, that all Chri- 
ftians firmly believe it, and therefore it's now no 
Alyftery to any Chriftian, though it ftill remains 
a fonder, and will be fo for ever, ,that. fo glorious a 
JP^erfon (hould fo humble himf elf as to become Man 5 '' 
biit its being a Wonder don't make it a Secret, th^t 
none can conceive what it means, as it was to all 
the World before Chrift came in the Flefk But, 
according to the Do&rine of Satisfaction, it ftill 
remains a Secret which npne canuriderftandj for 
that Dqflkrine teaches Men^ that he who was un- 
changeably Rich became Poor, which is all one as 
to fay, that it is and it is not at the fame time, 
which is no better than Lies j pow, though it is 
no ivay contrary to our Reafoh, that the only be- 
gotten Son of God Ihould take to himfelf a Eody^ 
and fo become Man, yet it's contrary to Reafon to ." 
think, that one unchangablyRich/fhoiUdyetbc- 
comeJPoor. This is fuch a Myfterv, that it is near 
of Kin to the Myftery of Iniquity. 

($.) Ju fli 'fed in the Spirit.'] Now this is nekhejp 
a Myftery nor a Wonder, that fuch a glorious Per* 
Ion as Chrift fhould b e juftified. • 

(3.) Seen of .AfigehJ] This indeed had been 3 
Secret to us, had it not been revealed • but now 'ti| 
Revealed, it's neither a Secret nor a Wonder. 

(4.) Pseach'd unto, the Qenttiesl. 

(5.) Believed on in the World!} Uone can pretend 
this to be a Myftery, becaufe all the World know? 
that Chrift ha$ been, and is preftch'd to the Gen? 
tiles, [and has been and is believed on in the World, 
and yet thefe were fome of the Gdfpel MyfterieaS, 
as we may fee in Eph. 3. 5, 6* though now n$ 
Myfteries, being evidently £lain to all. 

(6.) Received vy into Glory. 9 ] Neither is this any 
Secret, bjcaufe it's plainly revealed in the Scrip* 
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tore* and it Y no Wonder that fiich a Perfbii as 
our Lord is, Ihould be received lip into Glory. 

Thus we fee that thofe thingswhich oncewere great 
Myfteries to the Afrorld, are now no Myfteries at 
all ; but they who would maintain the Do&rine 
of Satisfaction, ftrive to prove thofe things to be 
Myfteries which are not fo, that Men may not 
dUcem the Corruption of their Errors. But I will 
no longer ftay on the Introduction, only defire 
the favour of you to pafs by the fmall Faults that 
may be herein, becaufe I have had no other out* 
w;ard Helps than the Bible and a fmall Concord* 
ance toconfiderxrf this Mattel And, 

-Firft, I (hall defcribe what this bodrine of Sa- 
^dtion is, and then give fome Rrafons why it can* 
not be true. 

■ Secondly, .Remove* fome Objections. 

; Thirdly, Prove* by clivers Arguments, that the 
Do&rineof Satipfo&ion, thus oefcribed, is an E- 
rtemv to God and his Son, to the holy Scriptures 
and its.pure Dpftrine, to his Majefty King George 
and the Royal Family, and to the Salvation of x 
Men. ^ 

: Firfi. To defcribe this Do&rine of Satjsfa&ioh y 
fome calls it full Satisfa&ipn, given to Divine Ju- 
Hice by Chrift's Death and Sufferings for Mens 
Crimes: Other* fuppbfe, that it was hot full Sa- 
tisfaction, for th eh there could be no room for the 
exercife of Mercy, fo that where the whole Crime 
is fatisfied, there is no -Mercy to be (hewn* but 
they fay, it was Vbat Go p in his Mercy was 
pleafed to accept inftead of full Satisfa&ion: 
Thefe are more litfderate, though, I think, not 
Ttttore ttufc than the former -^for whether it was full 
♦Satisfaction or not, yet if Go p accepted of it in- 
<-ftead of full SaiisSftion, it may "then properly Be 
called Satisfajaion, though not to the full what 

might 



Blight be demanded. I fuppofe, with fubmiflio** 
to better Judgment, that it God is ever the moi ~ 
propitious or merciful to Men, only on account o 
what Onift hat done and lufFered, that then it 
may be properly called Satisfaction by the Merita 
6l Chvift-, and if God is not more willing i© 
(hew Mercy to Men, only on account ,of Chrift's 
l)eath and Sufferings, then there is no Satisfac- 
tion or Merits of Chiift, and were it not for the 
exceeding Prejudices of Mens Minds, the bare 
mentioning of it were enough 5 for to fuppofeGo d 
to be more Merciful, is to fuppofe him lefs Mer- 
ciful without his Son's Merits * and if God can 
be more or left Merciful by any means than he * 
Changeable, that whiqh is Infinite and Unchange- 
able, can be neither m6re or lefs. The holy Serin- 
ture fays, that God is in Chrift, reconciling the 
World to himfelf, but not reconciling himfelf to 
the World •, for to be reconciled, muft fuppofe to 
be fome time paft irrecohciled, and fo to be one 
thing one time, another thing another, which an 
unchangeable Being cannot be * and if God is not 
more propitious or merciful for what Chrift hat 
done and fullered, then there can be no truth ill 
the Do&rine of Satisfaction, there can be no me* 
dium between thefe two Things ; but this will be 
farther considered elfe-where. 

Another Reafon why I think that the DoftrinA 
tof Satisfaction cannot be true, is, becaufe f tis in- 
confident to it felf* for if Chrift is equal to hit 
Father, then there can be no loom for Merit, all 
things being his own before, for any to merit, 
touft fuppole a having fomething which he had 
not before until he merited it ; and if the Father 
has fomething which the Son has not, until he 
tnerit it, then «> evident that the Son is not equal 

with 
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.with the Father-, and if he is not equal as the 
Doarine of his Merits does fuppofe, then he re- 
ceived his Being from his Father, and then fure he 
cannot Merit of him who gave him hi s Being for 
then all he is and has is juftly due to htm of 
whom he received it : Now we find byChrift's 
own Words, that what he did was in Obedience to 
his Father's Commands, John io. 18. I have power 
to lay down my Life, and f have power to take it again. 
Ibis Commandment have I received of my Father. And 
again, If ye hep my Commandments > ye fiall continue 
in my Love, even as I hve kept my Father's Command- 
wxvts > and continued in his Love. By which we may 
Jee, that what Chrift did was In Obedience to his 
Father's Will, as alfo, that'if he had not thus done, 
he.b#\ not continued in his Father's Love* thus 
jcu may plainly fee that Chrift could not Merit 
any thing of G o d, whether he is equal or not 
equal : ;Nqw we are fure that the Doarine which 
contradifis ltfelf cannot .be true, ai we find this 
Do&rine of Satisfaction to do. " ' - •« 

Another Reafbn why I think this Doctrine of 
,Sati$ra£rion cannot be true is, becaufe the holy 
Scriptures reprefents Chrift as God's Instrument 
or Servant, in the Old and New Teftament, both 
£n Creation and Redemption: and as it is faid, that 
God Created all things by Jejus Cbrif, Eph. 3. 9. fo, 
I think* it may be properly faid, that God hath 
Redeemed the "World by Tcfus Chrift, as well as 
jrtade it by him, for the holy Scriptures evidently 
difrovers to us the following Thing* : "

fore the World was • and that all Things vifible 
and invifible were made by him, and for him. . 

idly. That Chrift received both'his Being, and 
this his Ppwer to make all Things, from Go d hi* 
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Father •, and therefore he is laid to be the Tit ft 
Born of every Creature y and that GOD created all 
Thing* 'by Jefus Chrift, Col. i. 15. Eph. 3. 9. and 
that be that SanSifieth, and they who art San&ified, are 
all of one\ that is, Chrift and his Members are all 
of Go D, for which Caufe Chrift is not ajbamed to call 
them Brethren, Heb. 2. 11. 

$&ly; That as Chrift was before all, and made 
all Things, fo he judgeth all. John %. 22. For 
the Father judgeth no Man$ but hath committed all 
Judgment to the Son. And ASs 10. 42. And he com- 
manded us to preach unto the People, and to ttftify that 
it is be that is ordained of QOD to judge the Quick 
and the Dead. And Rom. 2. 16. When GOD Jbatt. 
judge the Secrets of Men bit Jefus Chrift. By thefe 
Texts 'tis undeniably evident, that Chrift has re* 
ceived his CommilGon from God his Father to be 
Judge overall, as well as Power to make all 5 and 
therefore Chrift lays, The Father is greater than f ^ 
and that the Son of himfelf can do nothing, John 14. 
28. chap. 5. 19. m 

Now, what can any one fee in all this to caufe 
them to judge of me and others, becaufe we thus 
believe Chrift to be Go d's Son, Inftrument or Ser- 
vant, according to the Scripture 5 that therefore 
they Ihould think that we have mean Thoughts of 
our Lord, who is our Maker and Redeemer, as will 
be farther conlidered by and by ^ but, firft, give 
me leave to prove, that we have a far greater 
Efteem for our Redeemer, than they who accule 
Vis falfly, and that we look on the Redemption 
wrought out by him for Men, to be of greater Va- 
lue than they who own the Dodlrine of Satisfac- 
tion, according to their own Confeflion, in a Book 
of Dr. Owen% calPd, Tie DoSrim of the Trinity 
^indicated: He fays, inpag. 85. That the father f 
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&w; mid Spirit is omQQD: Compare this with the 
words of the Apoftle, \ Tim. 3. j. Fgr there is one 
GOD, and one Mediator bftveen COD cmi Man } 
the Mm thrift Jefus. So then, if what tbe Do&or 
fays is true, then, accojrdiijg to the Ajpoftle's words, 
this Mediator is not the pne Gop, for the Apoftle 
here makes a manifeft Diftin&ion between the one 
God and the Mediator: and thefe Men own t 
that the Body and Sou^l of our Lord, which fuffcr- 
cd, was neither of it before the World was, but 
only the one God was before the World began ; 
and fay** ^a* ^e S° n apart of this one Go d 
was united to a $ody and Soul* for all that own 
this Dofikrine lays, the Son apart of the one GOD 
cannot fuffer or change, and therefbre/t was only 
the Body and Soul thus united to the Son, part of 
the one GOD, that fuffered, and thereby made 
Satisfaction to GOD for Mens Sins, Now take the 
JDoftor's Confcffion in this Matter, and put it to 
the Apoftlc's words here, and then vrt mull read 
it thus : There is one GOD, Father, Son, and Ho- 
Jy Ghoft; and there is one Mediator between this 
one GOD, Father, Son, and Holy Ghoft, and Man, 
4he Man'Chrift Jefus : So that, according to 1 their 
own Gonfeflion. compared with the Word of GOD* 
the Man Chrift Jefus, the Mediator, was not be- 
fore the World* but was only a Man equal to 
other Men, excepting Sin. 

But we, who cannot believe this Doctrine ot 
.Merits, do believe that the famePerfo* who form- 
ed this Earth on which we dwell, who made th*

Theie things defuve more Conilderation, but I 
havc.nrt time, therefore I only mention thefe 
Ci^rt Hints, that you may fee that GOD hath Re- 
deemed the "World by Jefus Chrift, as well as made 
it by him $ and if this is true, as I believe it can- 
not be denied, then we were not Redeemed of 
GOD by Chiift's Merits, as the Doctrine cf Satis- 
faction fuppofes : Some ase fo weak as to think,that 
'tis a diihonour to Chiift, to call himGOD's In* 
ftrument, but he fpeke of it as an honourable Im- 
ployment in John %. 43. and the holy Scriptures 
very often reprefents Cnrift's Honour in this Hilc 
as beirg GOD's Servant, MefTenger of Inftrument 
but theDottfineof Satisfa&icn raprefents it quite 
otherwife, as meriting of GOD for Men.

{>ofe thefe two things: Firft, that Men receiva 
pecial Ble flings by Chrift's undertaking: Secondly, 
that he had not died at all, had it not been for the 
Sins of the World. Others fay, that Chrift by thefe 
Texts is Reprefented as bearing the Punimment 
due to Mens Sins, in their fteadthat they might 
go free, This, Dr. Owen argues for, in the fore* 
cited Book, that he fatisfied in full, for whatfoever 
Legally could be charged on them, for whom he 
died. Page, 117. So that according to the Dr's de- 
fcribing this cafe, then did Go b Impute or lay all 
the Sins of Mankind to Chrift's charge: For the 
Dr. fays QOD Substituted another fufferer in their 
room, that GOD, fo laid our Sins in and 
by the fentence of the Law upon him, that he 
made therein full fttisfketion, for whatfocver Las 
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fally couldbe charg'd upon thenu for wJiomT>e dif cL 
low according to fte Dr > .dcfcribing t^is.cafe, apd 

man/ will Judge hinVas able as any in his " d^y t ta 

ftate fuch a cafe, then it will not.be difficult to qn-

blood of atonement, for a fmall concordance to 
which Dr. fowens name is fet; tells us that atone,- 
xneiit and reconciliation is the fame wordin the 
GKMEK . fo that Chrift . does make atonement or. 
Reconciliation, between GOD and Man even a* a 
good Med i tor wowld do between two Men who 
areat variancy that is charge the blame of i| 
where it really is,and fo preuajl upon the Offend- 
er to turn an,d repent for he hath nothing to do 
with the Offended, to perfwadte him at all -..VunJefr 
he has . been fome way or other, partly -.the -cau r e 
of the difagreerrent or unlefs hecarfy hii refentmei it 
too far and fo will not fcrgive the penitent Offender 
for if he fhiould intreat the offended to forgive the 
offender,, whilft be is jmpenrent; * then he
